Amend the Borough Funds Act, 1872, and the Borough A.i^goo. 
Funds (Ireland) Act, 1888. 

B e it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent ol the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present ParUament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows 
5 1 This Act may he cited as tlio Borough Funds Act, 190(1, and S(iorl titles, 

the Borough Funds Act, 1873, and this Act may be cited together 
as the Borough Funds Acts, 1872 and 1000, and the Borough .Funds 
(Ireland) Act, 1888, and tliis Act may be cited together as the 
Borough Funds (Ireland) Acts, 1888 and 1900. 
in 2 In this Act and subject to the provisions thereof, the loierpreta- 
expi-ession “council” inoludes the council of every borough and non of terms, 
of every urhan district, and the expression “ electors ” means the 
parochial electors of the parishes in a horough or urhan district. 

3 _ (] .) No expense in relation to the promotion of a Bill in Advorfa- 
15 Parliament shall he charged under the Borough Funds Act, 1872, 

unless the requirements of this section have been complied with, deposit of 
(2 ) Where the council of a borough or urban district have 
resolved to promote a Bill in ParUament and the Bill has been 33 *36 Viet, 
deposited notice shall be advertised in some local newspaper S'- 
20 oiiamlatin’g in the borough or district on one day in two successive 

■weeks stating — 

(«) the title of the Bill; and 

(5) tliat the Bill has been deposited, and the date on winch it 
wiis deposited ; and 

25 (c) that copies of the Bill may be inspected at a place within the 

borouteh or district specified in the notice, between the hours 
of ten in the forenoon and five in the afternoon, on every 
week day for Uoenty-one days after the date of the first 
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advertisement, and that extracts may be taken free of charge ; 
and ’ 

(d) that the mayor or chairman may, at any time within twenty - 
one days after the first advertisement of the notice, be required 
by such number of the electors a.s is in this Act mentioned, to 5 
take the opinion of the electors by poll as to the expediency 
of proceeding with the Bill, or any part thereof. 

(3.) The first advertisement must be made within seven days 
from the deposit of the Bill. 

(^*) n within twenty-one days after the first advertisement 10 
of the notice required by this Act not less than one hunched 
electors, or one-twentieth in number of the electors, whichever 
may be the less, by writing under then- hands, require the mayor 
or chairman of the coimoil to take the opinion by poll of the 
electoin as to the expediency of proceeding with the promotion of 15 
the Bill, or any part or parts or clause or clauses thereof, the 
mayor or chairman shall proceed to take the opinion by poll of 
the electors on the question or questions stated in the requisition, 
unless a poll is rendered unnecessary by a resolution of the council 
withdrawing the BUI, or the part or parts or clause or clauses 20 
objected to. 

(2.) The requisition may be in the form in the schedule to this 
Act, or to the like efiect. 


5.— (1.) A poll of electors under this Act shall be taken at the 
town hall, or at such place or places as may be appointed by the 25 
mayor or chairman of the council, between the hours of eight in 
the forenoon and eight in the afternoon, and by means of voting- 
papers to be settled by the mayor or chairman, in the form in the 
schedule to this Act, or to the like effect. 

(2.) B-very elector shall be entitled on personal application at the qn 
appointed place, between the said hours on the appointed day to 
receive a voting paper, and then and there mark the same. 

(3.) Bach voting paper shall have a number printed on the back, 
and shall have attached a counterfoil with the same number printed 
on tlio face. ‘ 

(4.) Immediately before a voting paper is delivered to an elector 
his number, name, and description, as stated in the register of 
parochial electors or register of electors, shall be called out, and his 
number shall be marked on the counterfoil, and a mark shaU be 
placed agamst his name in the copy of the register of parochial 40 
electors or register of electors to denote that he has received a 
voting paper. 
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(5.) Not less than seven days’ public notice shall he given by A.D. looo. 
the mayor or chairman of the council of the time and place or 
places and mode of voting, which notice may be in the form in the 
schedule to this Act, or to tlie like effect, and shall be published by 
^ affixing it on or near the principal door of each church and chapel 
in the borough or district, and at the places where notices relating 
to the council are usually exhibited. 

(6.) Subject to the provisions of this Act the poll shall be taken 
in accordance vdth such regulations as may be prescribed by the 
10 mayor or chairman of the council. 

6 . — (1.) The mayor or chairman shall count, or cause to be Counting 
counted, the votes given at a poll under this Act, and shall as 

soon as practicable declare the result. 

(2.) The decision of tiie mayor or chairman on any question 
15 arising in respect of any voting paper is final. 

7. — (1.) If the result of a poll under this Act is that there is Withdrawal 
found to be a majority against the promotion of the Bill, or of a 

part or parts, or clause or clauses of the Bill, the council shall of adverse 
forthwith take all necessary steps to withdraw the Bill, or the part 
20 or parts, or clause or clauses (as the case may be) , against which 
there is found to be a majority. 

(2.) In the case of equality of votes on any question, that 
question shall be deemed to be decided in the negative. 

8. "WTiere the mayor or chairman of the council is unable or Substitute 
25 unwilling to perform any duty under this Act, the council shall f°‘‘ mayor or 

appoint some othei' person to perform the duties for him. ^ lanmun. 

9. Where a Bill, or a part or parts, or clause or clauses of a Bill, As to ex- 

is or are withdrawn under this Act, no further expense shall be „

incurred by the council, or mayor or chairman of the council, in or Bill. 

30 about the promotion of the Bill, or part or parts, or clause or 
clauses so ivithdra^vn, hut, subject as aforesaid, all costs, charges, 
and expenses incurred by the. council, or mayor, or chairman in or 
as incidental to the preparation and jiromotion of the Bill up to 
and inclusive of its deposit in Parliament and "withdrawal (if with- 
35 drawn) , and in or as incidental to the taking of a poll under this 
Act shall, when taxed by a taxing officer of one of the Houses of 
Parliament, or allowed under the Borough Punds Act, 1872, be 
charged on and payable out of such one or more of the public funds 
or rates under the control of the council (and if more than one, 

40 then in such proportions) as the council, having regard to the 
natui e and objects of the Bill, may determine to be just and proper. 
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10. Nothing' in this Act shall extend or be construed to alter or 
affect any special provision in any local Act for the pa.yment of the 
costs, charges, and expenses in relation to the ^iromotion by any 
council of a Bill in Parliament, or to take away or dimini sh any 
rights or powers now possessed or enjoyed by any council, or which 5 
are or shall be vested in or exerciseable by the inhabitants of the 
district of any council under any general or special Act. 

H. — (1.) Any person who at, or for the purposes of, a poll under 
this Act — 

(i.) fraudulently signs a requisition of electors under this 10 
Act ; or 

(ii.) applies for a voting paper in the name of some other person, 
whether that name be the name of a person living or dead, or 
of a fictitious person ; or 

(iii.) liaving voted once, applies for a second voting paper in his 15 
own name ; or 

(iv.) forges or counterfeits, or fraudulently defaces or fraudu- 
lently destroys, any voting paper ; or 
(v.) without due authority supplies a voting paper to any 
person ; or 20 

(vi.) fraudulently puts into any box or other receptacle any 
paper other than a voting paper supplied to him for the 
purpose ; or 

(vii.) fraudulently takes out of tho polling station any voting 
paper ; or 2& 

(viii.) without due authority destroys, takes, opens or otherwise 
interferes with any box or other receptacle for voting papers 
or any voting paper’s then in ii.se ; or 
(ix. ) causes any disturbance or disorder in or near any polling 
station ; 30 

shall be liable ou summary conviction to a fine not exceeding 
twenty pounds. 

(2.) An attempt to commit any offence specified in this section 
shall he punishable in the manner in which the offence is 
punishable. 

12. Tlic following proviso in section four of the Borough Funds 
Act, 1872, namely, ” Provided further that no expense in promoting 
or opposing any Bill in Parliament shall be charged as aforesaid 
“ nnless such promotion or opposition shall have had tlie consent 
“ of the owners and ratepayers of that district, to he expressed bv 40 
resolution in the manner provided iir tho Local Government Act, 

“ 1868, 1or the adoption of tliat Act,” is hereby repealed. 
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13. This Act shall apply to Ireland with the following modillca- A.T^900. 
tions and additions ; — Application 

(1.) Section seven and Schedules I. and II. of tlie Borough PiiTids 

(Ireland) Act, 1888, are hereby repealed. 

5 (2.) The section of this Act, whereof the marginal note is 

“ Interpretation of terms,” shall not apply to Ireland. 

(3.) References in this Act or the schedules thereto to a council 
or the council of any borough or urban district, shall he 
construed as references to the governing body of the district 
JO as defined in the Borough Bunds (Ireland) Act, 1888, and for 
the purposes of this Act the expression "governing body” 
shall have the meaning assigned, to it in that Act, and 
references to a borough or an urban district shall be construed 
as references to the borough, place, township, or district within 
j 5 which the governing body may for the time being have 
jurisdiction. 

(4.) References in this Act or the schedules thereto to an 
" elector ” or " electors ” shall he construed as references to, 
and shall respectively mean, a person or the persons qualified 
20 to vote at an election of the members of the governing body 
of the district, and references to the " register of parochial 
electors” or the "register of electors” shall be construed, 
as references to the register or list for the time being oi‘ 
persons qualified to vote at an election of the members of the 
25 governing body of the district. 

(5.) References to the Borough Bunds Act, 1872, shall he 

construed as references to the Borough Bunds (Ireland) Act, 51 & 52 Viet. 
1888. 

(6.) In the forms in the schedules to this Act the desci’iption 
30 of the governing body of the district and of the district, as 
the case may he, shall he substituted for the words district 
council, borough, and urban district respectively.

Directions to the Voter . — The voter may vote on all or any one or more 
o£ the above questions. He will, with the pencil provided for the purpose, 
16 place a cross in the column headed “ For ” opposite those parts or clauses 
which he is for, and a cross in the column headed “ Against '■ opposite those 
parts or clauses which he is against. If he is for or against the whole Bill 
he will place his cross similarly in the column headed “ For ” or “ Against.” 
N.B . — Any person who personates a voter or votes more than once or 
20 commits or attempts to commit any of the other offences mentioned in the 
Borough Funds Act, 1900, is liable to a fine of twenty pounds. 
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
